IT WAS GOLD! 

Perhaps the most romantic and 
striking event in the history of the 
west -was the discovery of gold in 
California, which opened up the 
niost prolific gold fields in the 
world, and -created one of the 
greatest States in the Union. The 
tale has been told in many ways, 
and the real ti.cta of the/case are 
probably little known. 

The common version of the story 

tits fellows: 

James W. llarsha.il was engaged 
in January, 18-18, with two Mor- 
mons in repairing a, race for a saw 
mill ;it Sutter's mill, on the Ameri- 
can fork of the Sacramento River, 
near the town of (Joloma, jfcont 
thirty-live miles east of Butter's 
Fort. The spring freshets had 
injured the mill race, and Marshall 
overseer of the gang engaged 
in repairing it. 

One day Marshall's little daugh- 
ter picked up a lamp of gold and 
showed it to her father as a pret- 
ty stone. Marshall knew nothiii: 
of chemistry or gold mining, and 
yet could not get rid of the idea 
that ha had secured a nu /get -of 
gold. Every day ho went searebr 
iug through the mill race for other, 
bits of the previous metal. The 
men at the mill laughed at him, 
and called him crazy, and they 
kepi tit work repairing ths race, 
.sowing wheat and planting vege- 
tables. 

The fierce current in the mill 
race had washed a. good deal of 
the ore out, and Marshall found 
no disunity in securing a number 
of specimens of what he believed 
do be gold. Their his associates 
began to (Link he might be right. 
Aboutthe middle of February one 
of the party went to San Fi'ar^ 
ciseo with specimen;) of lb-- en , 
for the purpose of burning ^ lielb- 
er it was really gold. The first 
! the ■t-iiite-na 
was an old GeorHa mi itrr, who 
the pteeious metal. 

Ho at once want to the spot 
where Mr. Marshall had got his 
specimens. The. old mill was go- 
ing, and no gold had been thougth 
of by anybody rise. In a short 
time the Georgia miner dug out 
a lot of fine specimens of gold ore, 
richer than anything that had 
been found in Georgia. He got 
the men at the mill to make rock- 
ers, and they all easily rocked out 
an ounce a ''ay. The news spread 
vapidly, and by tho end of the 
year miners were at work on every 
large stream of the Sierra Nevada, 
also in ihe Sacramento valley. 

Marshall died, a poor man, 
about eighteen months ago, and 
at that time a correspondent of 
the Bun, who had known him per- 
sonally, gave tho following a,c- 

' 'Marshall and a man named 
Weimer," ho said, "built for Col- 
onel Sutter a saw mill tit Coloma, 
Cab, and had finished it in Feb- 
ruary, 181H. The mill had been 
erected at the heat! of a bar where 
tho river bonds around it in the 
the form of the letter U. The 
mill Rice had been cut through 
the bar, and when, the mill was 
started it was found that the race 
was too shallow. 

"ihe water was shut off, and 
Marshall and V.'cimer went down 
into tlni ra.ee to ascertain where it 
Was lobs dug deeper. Here Mar- 
shall said to VVcmicr: 'What is 
that which shines just at the toe 
of your boot?* Weiiner then pick- 
ed up the shining olrjeet, and 
they both thought it :i piece of 
brass. They began to conjecture 
how it was possible for a pieca of 
, brass to get into the race. From 
tiie fact that uo braes had been 
used in the construction of the 
mill, and that the piece found hud 
boon worn smooth, they conclud- 
ed that it was not brass, and 
might be gold, 

"On that day Mrs. Wcimcr was 
making soap, and for this purpose 
had made lye from wood ashes. 
To teat theiriotal, Mrs. YVeimer 
boiled it several hours in the lye, 
and when she removed it from the 
lyv it was as black as ink, and lhn 
men now felt sure- shey had i'oupd 
gold. 

"This discovery was made in 

February, lBiS. The day I do cot 

.. as tins lye 



test had been made, Marshall and 
Weimer went into the mill race, 
and with wooden bowls washed 
out some two or three ounces of 
gold, and Marshall carried it to 
Monterey to ascertain if it were 
gold. This was the nearest place 
where the means to make the test 
could be had. 

"Colonel Suiter resided at his 
fort near what is now the city of 
Sacramento, Ilii told me the story 
of Marshall's return from Mon- 
terey Colonel Suiter said : l I was 
iu bed, and it was about 2 o'clock 
at night. 1 heard some one ride 
up to the fc't, the horse running 
■ ■d. Then a 
1'ifi.iiging at-l'iegate; then 1 heard 
Li's on the brick 
floor of the fort; then a pounding 
at the door of iliy room, and when 
I opened the d^or in rushed Mar- 
shall, shouting: "It's gold! it's 
gold!" 

"Marshall ifcw took about 3000 
Indians to Wepber Creek, distant 
about six miles from Coloma. 
-There he washed out a large 
jamouat of s$d. His part was 
sufficient to buy from Sutter the 
Saw. mill at Ooloma. In 181!) Mar- 
shall and jiihn "Winter owned, 
the mill together, and they also 
owned Winter's Hotel. I paid at 
the hotel *Mnoa wrek board with- 
out a room. 

"Marshall was then worth more 
than §100,00(1 but his generosity 
was withim limit, lie had no 
business qualifications, and when 
sharp business men came in and 
built Up til? little town of Col- 
oma, Marsliall was soon traded 
out of all Ips property. His mon- 
ey he had leit or given away. 

"Then ihirshall heeame a pros- 
pftctor for pojd mines. Several 
times I iittei'him out with mules, 
men, and provisions to go to 
prospecting] lie knew the coun- 
try better t An any othor man at

Mr. Wimpy was one of the first 
settlers of Dahlouega and has wit- 
nessed her rise, fluctuations and 
changes from the laying of her 
foundations to the present time; 
and although now past the age 
attained by most men, being in 
his seventy-sixth year, he is still 
hale mid hearty and bids fair to 
reach a rare and mellow old age. 
He is of sturdy stock, a- typical 
Southerner of the old school — -a 
tine old gentleman. 

FIFTY STEAKS AS A MERCHANT. 

Mr. Wimpy was born in South 
Carolina in the year 1814, his 
father moving to Hall comity, Ga., 
in the spring of 18S3. It was 
- during that year that young 
i Wimpy made his first visit to the 

uated -. ' :ig for a luining claim. 
Tho town was at that time a thing 
of the future; Lumpkin county 
had not then been organized. Mr, 
Wimpy selected a place for his 
mining operations, but met with 
poor success, 'ao lie soon abandoned 
gold mining for a more pro stable 
ndling— that of teaching school. 
ile afterwards bccilmc a clerk iu 
the store of Anderson Pinchback, 
whose place of byslucss was at 
the same stand now occupied by 
Mr. Wimpy on the north side of 
the public square. He served in 
this capacity for eighteen months, 
when, iu 1837, he bought out his 
employer, since wdiieh time he 
bus been continuously engaged in 
the mercantile business at Dah- 
louega, with the exception of two 
years, and during this interval he 
was engaged in building "Wim- 
pv's Mills" on Yahoola creek, one 
mile below town. For 51 years 
as a merchant he has occupied the 
same, old stand at Dahlouega. 

nar-QVEHISHBD UY THE w.ut. 

The w;ir between the .Slates 
swept away $50,000 of Mr. Wim- 
py's property, including fifty-two 
negroes, and its closa left him 
almost impoverished. Rut he was 
not discouraged. With a brave 
heart he began to rebuild his fallen 
fortunes, and with such persistent 
energy has he struggled against 
the fates of war that now he is 
rated as a wealthy man, the re- 
sult of his own iudoitii table hon- 
esty and perseverance. 

"Knuoklcsville," now called 
Auraria, was a lively mining town 
in early days. Its peculiar name 
was derived from the fistic pro- 
clivities of its hardy inhabitants. 
It was a noted place for honest, 
downright, hard lighting, and the 
bare knuckles were the only 
weapons used. Knucktesville was 
the Mecca of the miners, and to 
jt a|l went when in need of sup- 
plies'for the camp. A big busi- 
ness was carried on there. Bus- 
iness of all kinds flourished, and 
gambling and whisliy saloons 
wtwe as thick as fleas in August. 
They thrived and waxed fat off 
Of the. earnings of the liberal-- 
hearted niiucrs. And little differ- 
ence did it make with them when 
they chanced their "dust" on the 
game "ehueh-a-luel;" and lost. 

During these palmy days rich 



were of almost daily occurrence 
and thousands of miners wen 
pouring into the gold licit. 

Kuueklesville's population soon 
ran up into the thousands, and 
excitement such as gold alone can 
create was at fever heat, 
times were being made and lost 
in a day, and Kuueklesville's fame 
spread throughout the length and 
breadth of the land. During the 
"intrusion period" she held her 
position n.s the center of the gold 
belt, and not until Dahlone; 
firmly established as the county 1 
site and a government mint was 
located here did Kimeklcsvi lie's 
star begin to descend. 

, THE RICH PLACER DICaiXC.3. 

The first mine ever worked in 
the Georgia gold belt was the 
Loud mine in White county, near 
Town creek. It was opened 
the year 1830, and from its r 
placer beds were taken many 
thousands of pennyweights of 
the yellow metal. Other mines 
were Opened later— the Calhoun, 
Barlow, Lockhart, Pigeon Roost, 
Fmdley, and many others. All 
of them proved immensely rich, 
and are still being worked, how- 
over only in a primitve way, but 
they are yielding rich returns to 
their operators. Very few* of 
gold mines of this section were 
ever worked as they should have 
been, and until recent years hy- 
draulic mining was unknown. 
The pioneer miners were only sat- 
isfied with the very richest placer 
deposits nnd paid no attention to 
vein mining. They passed over 
and ignored rich veins th:it have 
since yielded fortunes to their 

the "intucsios." 
From 1830 to 1833 is known to 
history as the "Intrusion" period, 
The rich discoveries at the- Loud 
|iuinc created a '^gold fever" equal 
inmost to tic California coite- 
ruent thai burst . .^utry 

in 1818. The Indians wore then 
in possession of the country, but 
they had already ceded this terri- 
tory, known as the "Cherokee 
country," by treaty to the govern- 
ment, but had not yet bexn re- 
moved. When the gold excite- 
ment broke out the whole of the 
gold belt was intruded .upon by 
cxeited miliars, and hundreds 
of thousands of dollars were dug 
out of, the mines by those who 
had no lawful claims in the dig- 
gings. Federal troops were sent 
hero to protect the Indians, and 
the State sent troops to evict the 
"squatters" and protect the State 
property. Many of the troops 
yielded to the temptation, and 
became parties to the robbery, 
and not until the Cherokee Lot- 
tery distributed the lots did the 
rightful owners enjoy the riches 
of the gold mines. 

The "Intrusion" was a stirring 
and eventful period in Lumpkin's 
history, and we may iu the future 
make it the subject for another 
sketch in these columns. 

d.viiloseqa's palstt days. 
Away hack in the thirties Dah- 
lonega's prosperity was at its 
height. It was tho center of tho 
gold mines of the United titates. 
So much gold was being taken 
out that the Federal government 
saw the necessity for locating a 
branch mint here, and during 
President V'au liuren's adminis- 
tration one was established It 
stood on the site now occupied by 
the .North Georgia Agricultural 
College and was completed in 
ltfiia. J", J, Singleton was the 
superintendent. President iyfer 
appointed James Cooper to suc- 
ceed him. Supt. Cooper was re- 
lated to President Tyler, but was 
an enthusiastic Democrat- 

It was during President Tyler's 
administration that gold mining 
was at its height in and around 
Dahlouega. Rich discoveries were 
of daily occuitcuco and Dahlou- 
ega fairly groaned under tho 
weight of her business. Sir: 
"boomed" as sha had never 
"boomed" before and was a nour- 
ishing city— the center of trade 
for it vast territory, reaching 
nearly to Augusta on the South, 
to Knoxville, Tenu., on the 
North, and to Home and Atlanta 
on the West. ' 'There were no 



railroads in those d;iys this Hide 
of Augusta, and Dahlouega being 
such a good market on account of 
the gold mining, caused planters 
many miles around, in every di- 
rection, to haul their produce 
here, and they took away with 
them on their return home many 
thousands of dollars worth of 
goods. In those days Dahloneg; 
did a wholesale as well as a re 
tail trade. At that time fully "i,- 
000 men wore engaged in digging 
gold in the gold belt. Many 
Southern planters, who found it 
no longer profitable to raise cot- 
ton, bro -ight their ocgraea here 
in drove-; and put them to work 
in the gold mines- Hundreds of 
negroes from South Carolina and 
lower Georgia found profitable 
employment here, and they made 
first-rate miners. In 1844 the 
Dahlouega mint coined *SOO,000 
iu gold, and nearly as much j^i 
several succeeding years. The 
entire amount coined here ran 
away up into the millions, and 
not half the gold taken out found 
its way into this mint. Gold 
coined here up to the begini 
of the war, when the mint was 
seized by the. Confederate Gi 
ernment. It was the intention of 
the Confederacy to convert it 
to a Confederate mint, but 
Confederate coin was ever issued 
from it by that Government, Af- 
ter iha war the Federal Govern- 
mentdonated tho buildings aud 
grounds to the State, and they 
were used as a college. 

THE EXODCS TO CALIFOKSIA. 
The gold discoveries in Califor- 
nia created intense excitement iu 
Dahloncga, and it was not km: 
until a perfect stream of miners 
were iiqwing from here to the 
Goldcu Pacific. In ths year '51 the 
ber Went, and many 
struck it rich while out there. 
O'J.ers'iad ill success and return- 
pin," 1 but richer in experience. 
The California excitement de- 
tracted attention from Dahlouega 
and almost demoralized gold min- 
ing here for several years thereaf- 
ter, and oven yet the Georgia 
■old belt has not fully recovered 
from tho exodus of the old miners 
to the Pacific, 

The data for most of the above 
reminiscence was obtained from 
Mr. Wiwpy, for whichhc has our 
tl,:ui ; -. It is a source of pleasure 
to cm erse with such a fine old 
genth vn, so full of interesting 
talg ;«f pioneer life in Georgia. 
lie is a devot Methodist. It is 
the shicere wish of The Nugget 
t!i;it He may live many years yet 
to enjoy tho esteem and confi- 
dence 'of his people, among whom 
he lived so long and made for 
himself a fortune and an unsul- 
lied name.

Tha 
trip y\':\.n a rough one and full of 
perilous adventures, as our routa 
took us through the mountain 
fast Qseasea of the Blue Itidge. More 
than ouee w e were taken for reve- 
nue officers by the suspieious moun- 
taineers, but a kind providence 
delivered us from tho wilds of 
Coopers Crock, and when wo 
reached Bbursvllle Col. Young 
m tde his will and sent it home to 
bis wife on bdng told th it uio 
section of North Carolina we in- 
tended visiting was a "badder" 
place than Cooper's Creek, how- 
ever, Coopers Creek is hard to 
beat and we dou't believe any sec- 
tion of the old Tar Heel State can 
turn her down, and in this opin- 
ion Col. Young agrees with us. 

Passing through Murphy ffo 
found that bustling mountain city 
all agog with excitement over the 
proposed marble court house, with 
the Bulletin leading the vaa in 
favor of development aud pro- 
gress. 

We were assigned to comfortable, 
quarters at tha Heuneaa House, 
Mine Host Ueanesa and his esti- 
mable wife knowing exactly how 
to entertain a hungry and weary 
wayfarer. 

There we met our old friend 
Col. J. P. Robertson and found 
him, as usual, full of enthusiasm 
over tho prospects tor tho early 
development of marble interest, 
of Western North Carolina. He 
showed us some very fine speci- 
mens of marble that retained a 
high polish, also a valuable col- 
lection of precious gems, among 

ever saw. These ge -c all 

collected in tho mountains near 
Murphy. 

At Ogretft, ii miles below Mur- 
phy ou the Hiwassee River, we 
encountered a rain storm that 
proved to be a regular "ground 
soaker and trash mover," and the 
next morning we found ourselves 
hemmed in on all sides by thu 
high waters of the creeks and tlm 
raging ; Hiwassee. Wo n«« 
bottled," and had to content 
ourselves in the city of Ogretta 
till the waters subsided. How- 
ever we found Ogretta to be a 
very agreeable place, and the pro- 
prietor of the hotel, Capt. J. C. 
Griffin, proved himself a good 
Samaritan. He feasted us royal- 
ly during our stay on the fat of 
the land, and that good wife of his 
we can truthfully say is one of 
the best cooks in the world. 

After being "bottled three days 
we bid Ogretta good-bye and pro-; 
cceded on our way rejoicing, re- 
turning to Dahlouega via Mur- 
phy and Morganton. 

Col. Young was highly pleased 
with what he saw on the trip and 
it is quite probable that his com- 
pany will make large investments 
in the South in the near future. 

■A gentleman from Salem, in 
Oconee county, tells us that there 
i old negro living near him, 
named Albert Thigpeu, who runs 
a small farm on his own necouut, 
but tho only hand he has is an old 
deaf and dumb negro. All tho 
large white farmers in the county 
have bought bells to ring their 
hands up iu the morning, and not 
to be outdone, Albert invested a 
portion of the proceeds from his 
first bale of cotton in the biggest 
and loudest timed bell he could 
find, which he swung in a troe 
near his cabin, with great pomp 
ceremony.

The raising of good mules and 
horses is the best paying business 
that the farmers of this section 

uld engage in, and yet it is the 
most neglected. Think of the 
number of mules and horses that 
:Ould be sold in this county every 
year, if the farmers would only go 
to work and prepare for raising 
them. 

The first thiug to be done is to 

w and raise more grass and 
oats. There is not a farmer in 
this county who owns land of his 
own who could not easily pre- 
pare to raise at least two mules 
each year. After the three first. 

sirs he would be then able to 

1 at least one good pair of 
mules each year. This of course 
is speaking of farmers who only 
own small farms. Now, we have 
many farmers here who can easily 
prepare to raise 6 or 8 mules or 
horses each year, and as a result 
a the course of three or four 
,T..u-= they would be aBB to Hell 
three or four good pair oi mules 
and horses. 

By this means the farmer would 
always have a market at his own 
farm for everything he could 
:, which would bring him far 
more than he could get for his 
a and forage, even at the 
highest prices he could even ob- 
tain by selling. 

Then in raising and keeping en 
hand this amount of stock the ma- 
nure would, be worth as much as 
ILthe hay and fodder used ui 
[ceding. There* ought to be at 
least fifty good mules raised foi- 
ble in Lumpkin county annually. 
These, at a moderate price, say- 
one hundred dollars each, would 
bring $5,000 into the county each 
and every year, which would be 
distributed among the fanners. 
Think of the amount of lioney 
this would bring into the county 
in the course of ten years. At 
present scarcely any attention is 
paid to the matter. Let our far- 
mers study the subject and they 
will readily come to tho conclu- 
sion that there is money in rais- 
ing mules and horses.

Kew Interest Being Taken in This Road, 

And It will Certainly Be Built it lump- 
Kin ami Dawson Counties 
Dd Their Duty. 

Reliable info 
furnished The Nugget that; if 
proper inducements are offered 
the Lula and Tate Air Line, 
which is now being surveyed from 
Lula to Dahlonega, will be built, 
and that work will commence on 
the grade at no distant day, 

Capt. F. W. Hall is in receipt 
of letters from capitalists who say 
they are ready to take^Tiold and 
build the road whenever the 
counties of Lumpkin and Daw- 
son subcribe liberally to the stock 
of the company. 

"While Dahlonega is not .alto- 
gether on an air line with 
Lula and Tate, the company has 
expressed a willingness to make 
a deviation if necessary from any 
other route and come by here if 
proper inducement is offered. 

Now, if we want a railroad we 
must go to work in earnest and 
prove our faith by our aetiou in 
the matter. 

This is an opportunity, and de- 
lays are always dangerous, espe- 
cially in matter^ of so much im- 
portance as' this; and to avoid 
this danger we must go to Work 
at once, and continue until we 
have secured the building of the 
road by way of Dahlonega. 

From what we kuow of a cer- 
tainty we are thorough/ convinc- 
ed that the mawble men who own 
1: rge quarries of marble in Pick- 
ens county mean to build a line 
to connect with the Richmond & 
Danville. 

Their present railroad facili- 
ties are entirely inadequate and 
to obviate this they must build a 
road to connect with the Rich- 
mond & Danville in order to get 
their marble shipped fast enough 
to meet their orders. 

It is almost a positive certainty 
that the Lula and Tate Air Line 
will be built to obviate these dif- 
ficulties, and this naturally pre- 
sents to Dahlonega a golden op- 
portuuity to secure a road simply 
by taking advantage of it and of- 
fering proper inducements. We 

portunii-j *.. t ,. and the road Co 
be built around us. 

The truth is, that if we don't 
got this road and allow it to go 
around us, Dahlonega will re- 
ceive a blow the effects of which 
she will probably never fully re- 
cover. 

The way to get this rood is to 
go to work and raise a guarantee 
fund. Let it be a generous and 
liberal fund. 

The company expects a liberal 
subscription from Dahlonega and 
Lumpkin county. They have al- 
ready virtually promised to build 
the road by Dahlonega if its citi- 
zens will raise a subscription of 
$25000 to the stock of the road. 

And they propose to build the 
road and equip it and have a dai- 
ly passenger and freight service 
in operation beforo tho subscrip- 
tion is due and payable, 

And they will bind themselves 
to finish and equip it in two 
years from the time the subscrip- 
tion is accepted. 

A good way, and we believe 
the best way, to get at the mat- 
ter is to call a meeting of the cit- 
izens t o be held at the court house, 
the objects of the meeting to be 
to give public expression of our 
desire to have the road come by 
Dahlonega, and at this meeting 
to appoint a committee of citi- 
zens to meet the projectors of the 
road and have them set forth fully 
the conditions under which they 
will expect this fund to be subscri- 
bed, and also precisely on what 
conditions it will be accepted by 
them. By this means the whole 
matter can be thoroughly under- 
stood by all parties. Then when 
their proposition has been made 
and accepted by the citizens let us 
put our shoulders together aud 
start the ball moving and not let it 
stop until a sufficient amount has 
been subscribed to the stock to 
secure ffie road for Dahlonega. 

We believe we are only speak-
